Wheat And Corn Price Boost 
Proposed In New Farm Plan 


B y T h* A »sociat*d Pr*»*. 
W A SH IN G TO N , May 2 - 
The agriculture department laid before 
farm leaders in and out of congress today a broad legislative pro­ 
posal which would assure farmers cooperating with this year's federal 
crop programs $1.04 a bushel for wheat, 78.8 cents for corn and 14.87 
cents a pound for cotton. 
These return* compare with present receipts of about 83 cent* 
for wheat, 75 cent* for corn and-!--------------------------------- 
12.05 for cotton. (In both cases, the 
figures are averages and govern­ 
ment benefit payments, at present 
rates, are included.) 
Such an increase in crop rd urns 
would be brought about by boosting 
the rates of government commodity 
loans. 
New Loan* Outlined 
New loans would he made af 75 
percent of parity for basic crops — 
wheat, cotton, corn, tobacco 
and 
rice— provided 
growers 
voted 
at 
referenda lo give the department 
authority to impose istrtot 
m ar­ 
keting quotas. 
At 
present loan 
rates are about 56 percent of pari­ 
ty for cotton and wheat and 74 per­ 
cent for corn. 
(Parity Is a term used to de­ 
scribe crop prices which would give 
farm commodities purchasing pow­ 
er. In terms of non-farm goods and 
sendees, equal to that which they 
possessed in some past period, usu­ 
ally the years 1910-14.) 
Under the department's proposal, 
the commodity loan rates would be 
Increased from 66 to 85 cents for 
wheat. 61 to 616 cents for corn 
and 93 to 11.9 for cotton.

Another Book About 1776 ‘Neutrals’ Comes; 
It Moves Faster Than ‘Oliver Wiswell’ 


— Reviewed By John Seiby- 


' “T H E 
N E U T R A L G R O U N D ", by 
Frank O. Hough. 


A 
WRITER of historical novels 
A never <an be sure that some­ 
one else is not at work on the 
very material he has chosen for 
himself. 
There is a perverse sort 
of fate that allows this to happen 
rather often. It has happened now 
to Frank O. Hough. 
Mr. 
Hough's 
specialty 
is 
the 
American Revolution, and in "The 
Neutral Ground", which he pub­ 
lishes today, he has given his pic­ 
ture of that war as it affected the 
territory 
immediately 
north 
of 
New York. 
Westchester county 
was 
then 
largely a neutral ground, although 
much of the alleged neutrality was 
merely in the minds of certain in­ 
habitants who hoped by making no 
choice of sides to keep the estates 
they had inherited. 
There hardly 
was a Ump in the war when We*t» 
chester could not have been taken 
by whichever side was “out", sim­ 
ply by a couple of bold strokes and 
a little luck. 
It happened that Kenneth Rob­ 
erts also was concerned with the 
Revolution, and that his “Oliver 
Wiswell” reached publication some 
months ahead of 
“The Neutral 
Ground”. 
The books overlap in rather a 
conspicuous place, to wit, in the 
early campaign around New York. 
Several scenes are in both books, 
and some sort of tribute must’ be 
due the two authors because their 
accounts suit each 
other 
fairly 
well. 
Mr. Roberts 
is 
more de­ 
tailed. 
Mr. Hough moves faster. 
Hough's story depends most on 
one Samuel Hilton, owner of a 
manor in Westchester, and Robert 
Trowbridge, his Connecticut friend. 
Hilton detests war, and fights to 
the end for Britain. 
Trowbridge 
begins as a rake and becomes a 
valued officer in the Continental 
army. 
There are a number of women, 
most Interesting being Catherine 
Van Drusen, whose father tries 
to remain truly neutral but has 
difficulty with his wife. 
And a 
hundred other characters, 
some 


F R A N K 0. H O U G H deserves 
some kind of medal for having

The book 
is called "The Neutral Ground,” 
and Ste approach to history is 
fresher than that of most his­ 
torical novels. 


historical, some modeled to fit the 
story. 
Most amusing of these are the 
Westchester Guides, whose extra­ 
ordinary skill at taking care of 
themselves and their cause creates 
a large part of the excitement In 
“The Neutral Ground". 
This is a first rate Job Mr. Hough 
has done. 


Guldepost To Other 
Recent Literature 
/•-BN. Charlet de Gaulle’s “The 
v J Arm y of the Future” ahoutd 
have pointed the way toward an 
efficient army for France, and In­ 
stead was one of the bulwarks of 
the military policy of France's ene­ 
my east of the Rhine. 
In the book, newly republished 
in 
the 
United 
States, Gen. 
De 
Gaulle has described the kind of 
army 
which could 
have served 
France. It was published In his 
native land In 1934, and lf the 
French general staff and the gov­ 
ernment in general read It at all. 
they ahrugged It off. 
And In the summer of 1940, six 
years after publication. De Gaulle's 
army swept Into France and silt 
her to ribbons, only now the army 
was commanded by Nail officers, 
and served the Nail state. 
De Gaulle suggested for France 
a permanent army of moderate 
site. but composed of professional 
soldiers enlisted for a long enough 
time to permit their thorough train­ 
ing la the duties of modern war­ 
fare. 
He had learned the lesson of the 
tank, as taught In the war of 1914- 
11918. and Improved upon it. In “The 
Army of the Future” he described 
! precisely the Panier division, pre 


I scribed Its exact make-up, sad ex 


plained its necessity. 
He showed 
how France was, in a measure, pro­ 
tected on all fronts but that toward 
the Rhine. 
He declared that the day of mili­ 
tary stalemate 
was over, when 
great armies might dig themselves 
Into the earth and grimace at each 
other for months or years. The flat 
country of France’s northeast Iron- j 
tier he showed as Ideal for the 
rapid 
movement 
of 
mechanized 
troops which could strike one min­ 
ute, disappear the next, and strike 
again a hundred miles away on the 
same day. 
Having outlined the force to be 
employed and the p ace It would 
be used, he went on to show how 
It should he used. He even de 
scribed the technique of cutting 
through a line of defense and at- j 
tacking It from the rear, precisely 
as the enemies of France did last 
year. 
The book was written when Hit­ 
ler's government was still bugy re­ 
organizing the German state. Per­ 
haps lie Gaulle's ideas grew simul­ 
taneously In Germany, but certain­ 
ly there was time for the book to 
have been read there, and acted 
upon. 


Y 
OU would not think a small 
creek worth a whole book. But 
it is. 
The book Is called “The Bran­ 
dywine,” and Henry Seidel Canby 
publishes It a* another volume of 
the highly successful 
Rivers of 
America Series. 
He has only about 60 miles of 
river to write about, which Is an 
advantage, since It permits him to 
be 
detailed 
without 
being 
too 
lengthy. And he Is fortunate that 
only one Brandywine event tls of 
major Importance in formal his- j 
tory, that being the Battle of the 
Brandywine. 
The stream rises In the Welsh \ 
Hills of southeastern Pennsylvania, 
iron country at one time. It drops, 
in Its two branches, down through 
one of the loveliest agricultural 
valleys In the world, crosses the 
Delaware line a short way out of 
Wilmington, and then falls with 
suddenness into a short estuary 
off Delaware hay. 
Dr. Canby was horn on the lower 
reaches, and his Quaker forebears 
were millers. All the history of 
Wilmington as a flour center Is 
family history to him. So Is the 
difficulty between the farmers up­ 
stream and those who dammed the 
river and prevented the shad from 
running. 
He has connection also with the 
odd and cosmopolitan society that 
flourished briefly along the Brandy­ 
wine as one result of the European 
ruckus 15(1 years ago. And he knows 
well the story of the du Ponte and 
their amazing family accomplish­ 
ments. 
Finally, Dr. Canby tells a rather 
different story of the Battle (real- 
ly retreat) of the Brandywine from 
that In the school texts.

T 
HI8 war, like all others, la muddled by over-slm- 
pllfled slogans. Thus, to Americans it becomes 
a war "to save the democracies", with scant at­ 
tention to the obvious fact there are no democ­ 
racies. The World war slogan "To make the world 
safe for democracy", was more accurate. 


But always behind the slogans, as the disillusion- 
lsts were fond of pointing out after 1919, Is the fact.

National self-interest calls for violent resistance 
whenever certain points of security are threatened. 
Slogans that appeal to the emotion may conceal 
the truth, but they can't destroy IL 
The United States, with a strong naval tradition, 
knows by instinct what It does not always admit It 
knows by confession: That Its two vital poiuts of 
security are th* Atlantic and Pacific oceans. Free­ 
dom of the seas has been involved In one way or 
another In all Its diplomacy and w an . Freedom of 
the seas Is Involved now. This nation Is not going 
to lose the Battle of the Atlantic by default 
Each move since the United States committed it­ 
self to the eld of Oreat Brltein end Us allies has 
brought the country closer to realization that na­ 
tional security demand! the power to dominate all 
the ocean area within itrtking distance of the main­ 
land. That has been the meaning of the naval bases 
acquired from Great Britain. It la the meaning of 
the convoy-patrol problem. It Is the meaning or 
the President's cell for more ships. In a larger 
sense, it Is the meaning of American determination 
to preserve Britain, because the British bold the 
balance o f sea power. 
It shouldn't be forgotten that In the first years 
of World war I, when Britain tried to close the 
Atlantic to American shipping there was almost as 
much resentm ent ss Germany created later with Its 
arogsnt policy of linking on sight. 
If the Nests want to bring on another declaration 
of war from the United States, all they need to 
do Is pick up where they left off the other time.

Mr. Churchill’s speech and P res­ 
ident Roosevelt’s statem ent about 
the Atlantic patrol brought home 
to the American people the gravity 
of the situation confronting not 
only Britain, but also tile United 
States.

’ OR the most part, Americans 
have been almost frivolously 
complscent. Some because they op­ 
pose any action that might create 
a risk of war for the United States, 
others because they blindly assume 
that Britain, with American ald

But some weeks 
ago we m et up with a new method of cooking the 
Floridan* th at caused us to see a great gastronom­ 
ical light.

CHAP named Cleve Johnson from Monroe coun­ 
ty. the southernmost county In Florida, running 
plumb down to Key West, showed us that all that 
had been standing between us and the enjoyment 
of a hit of fodder fit for the god* was a little culin­ 
ary knowledge.
